Paris, Nov. 2S— Official advices re- 
ceived from Oran, Algeria, declare 
that a portion of the .Moroccan army 
invaded Algeria yesterday, Wednes- 
day. The French were forced to re- 
treat, and In the fighting they lost 11 
men killed and fifteen men wounded. 
Eater, however, they wore reinforced 
and succeeded in driving tin? Arabs 
across the frontier. 

Yesterday's occurrences have awak- 
ened Prance to the fact that the 
Moroccan problem, so far from being; 
settled, has only been presented; and 
perplexing phases arc now develop- 
ing, The trouble In western Morocco 
Is now confined to native strife, with 
the sultan of the south contesting the 
country with the wild tribesmen of tin- 
north. 

Several thousand Arabs have cross- 
ed the frontier to attack the French at 
Abal Rasda. Under (Ire, the French 
force, which was Inadequate to cope 
with the enemy, retreated after a long 
and determined struggle. They were 
finally reinforced by reserves that had 
been ordered up, and then began a 
vigorous assault on the Arabs, who fell 
back to the Moroccan hills. 

Ex-Premier Ribct, leader of the op- 
position in the chamber, today ques- 
tioned the government in the chamber 
i relative to the situation on the fron- 
I tier. Gen. PUquart, minister of war, 
I replied, saying reinforcements had 
I been ordered to conduct punitive ex- 
■ peditions. The newspapers generally 
insist that the frontier is inadequately 
protected, and declare the raid on 
French territory should bo followed by 
a stern lesson.

Goods Held in Storage by C. P. Ft. 
Lake Superior Ports to Be In- 
sured by Company 



Winnipeg, Nov. 2S. — An announce- 
ment of interest to shippers having 
consignments stored In the ware- 
houses of the Canadian Pacific at 
Fort William was made by W. B. Lan- 
tern, general freight agent of the 
company, that In future these consign- 
ments will be covered with Insurance 
by the company, the risk being car- 
ried by them. Early in the year ship- 
pers were advised by both the Canad- 
ian Pacific and Canadian Northern 
that in the future a storage chargo 
would be imposed on all consignments 
In the warehouses of the companies in 
Fort William and Port Arthur.

with insurance by the company, and 
that the risk will be carried by them.

Rome, Nov. 28.— Tho ease of Nunzto 
Nasi, the former minister of public 
Instruction, who is being tried on the 
charge of having defrauded, the state 
treasury, has entered upon a now and 
interesting phase. 

The chamber of deputies has re- 
opened, and Nasi has written a letter 
lo the senate official at tile head of the 
court, by which lie is being tried, ask- 
ing permission to go to the chamber 
to fulfil the duty imposed upon him by 
his constituency. 

It is a tact that tho chamber author- 
ized the prosecution of Nasi, but not 
his arrest.

Paris, Nov. 2S.— The Government 
tonight gave out the text of the 
Franco-Canadian treaty, which, when 
ratified by the respective parliaments, 
will replace the treaty of 1S93, and 
will operate for ten years. Either 
party, however, has the right to with- 
draw on one year's notice. 

By the treaty France gives to Can- 
ada a minimum tariff on horses, cat- 
tle, poultry, salted meats, canned 
goods, eggs, cheese, butter, fresh and 
salted fish, wheat, oats, barley, rye, 
maize, potatoes, fruits, lumber, fod- 
der, coal and metals. Canada gives 
an Intermediate tariff on meats, poul- 
try and game, cheese, fruits, trees, 
perfumery, medical articles, soap, 
pomades, locomotives, glass, automo- 
biles, laces, cotton and linen thread, 
dress goods and woollens. 

The signatories reciprocally agree to 
extend t he most favored nation ad- 
ministrative, treatment in connection 
with all commerce between the two 
countries.

Washington, Nov. 28.— The an- 
nouncement by Secretary of the United 
States Treasury Cortelyou that further 
subscriptions to the one-year treasury 
certificates would not bo received is 
regarded here as indicating that tho 
secretary considers the crisis in tho 
money market is practically over. 
Otlicial figures, have not yet been made 
public at tho treasury or the amount 
I of the certificates allotcu, nor has it 
j been said whether allotments will bo 
made for subscriptions already receiv- 
ed. Tho amount of the allotments 
made, however, is said to be about 
$35,000,000, 'and this is probably the 
limit, unless strong reasons are pre- 
sented by the banks, which have al- 
ready made subscriptions that allot- 
ments should be made to them. All 
Individual subscriptions having been 
rejected, it is anticipated that nearly 
the whole of the said $05,000,000 allot- 
ed will ho used to secure new issues 
of bank notes. As these will be re- 
tlrd within less than a year, they will 
not constitute a permanent inllation 
of bank note circulation. 

The effect of new loans on the fur- 
ther treasury reserves and on tho 
mony market Is already receiving at- 
tention at the treasury, and In banking 
circles. From present sources of in- 
formation the amount nominally added 
to the cash balance in the treasury will 
amount to about $85,000,000, of which 
$50,000,000 will represent the two per 
cent. Panama bonds anil $35,000,000 
will represent the one-year certificates 
which have been allotted. This amount 
I would incrase the present nominal 
balance from about $2-11,303,217, whero 
it stood yesterday, to a little more 
than $:)S3,000,000. A small additional 
amount will be derived from the pre- 
mium on the Panama bonds, but even 
1 if this should average as high as 5 
' »>er cent, it will amount to only $2,- 
000,000. 

With a nominal balance, however, 
of more than $325,000,000, the treasury 
will not have anything like that am- 
ount available. This is because of tho 
deposits In national hanks and other 
depositories. These items amounted 
yesterday to $234,000,000, leaving an 
actual working balance of $6,463,G2S. 
Tlie secretary announced that ninety 
per cent, of the payments for Panama 
bonds will be left in the custody of 
the national banks purchasing the 
bonds, and about 75 per cent, of tho 
payments for the one year certificates 
will be left with the banks. Tho 
effect of these conditions on the treas- 
ury balance on tho basis of issues of 
both classes to a total amount of $85,- 
000,000 will be to increase the amount 
in the banks to about $300,000,000, and 
the working balance to about $22,000,- 
000, The increase of $14, 000, 000 in tha 
working balance will be due to the re- 
tention in the treasury of $5,000,000, 
or 10 per cent, of the Panama pay- 
ments, and about $9,000,000, or 25 per 
cent, of the principal of $35,000,000, In 
t rea su ry cert i ii cates. 

The condition of tlie treasury fin- 
ances will be improved materially in 
the spring if Secretary Cortelyou is 
able to carry out the programme of 
retiring a considerable portion of tho 
one-year certificates before maturity. 
He will have 110 difficulty in doing 
this, and saving a considerable propor- 
tion of the interest to be paid on them, 
if the agreements made with the banks 
to this effect can be carried out under 
the conditions of tho money miarket 
existing in the spring. If $30,000,000 
of the certificates can be then paid off, 
the cash balance will fall to about 
$295,000,000, the debits in bank will 
decline by throe-quarters of tlie am- 
ount paid off, to about $277,500,000, 
and the cash balance will fall to $15,- 
000,000. The loss In the cash balance 
will be due to taking from treasury 
cash 25 per cent, of the amount paid 
for the retirement of the certificates. 
Probably the money market conditions 
will be such that the secretary wdll 
feel justified in calling upon tho banks 
for considerably more cash than comes 
to them in payment of tlie treasury 
certificates which are called and sur- 
rendered. Under t ho circumstances, 
while the general balance would re- 
main the' same, the deposits in banks 
could be reduced and the actual work- 
ing balance would be increased. It is 
not only considered highly desirable to 
rtiduce the deposits in the hanks as 
soon as money market conditions per- 
mit, but it is hoped that there will ho 
no difficulty in doing so. If the treas- 
ury can reduce these deposits In the 
neighborhood of $200,000,000 in the 
course of the spring, it will then have 
at command about $100,000,000 as a 
working balance, from which deposits 
could be made from time to time to 
aid in the crop movement In tlie 
autumn, if . they were required.

showing a larger number than any pre- 
ceding year, and it is gratifying to 
observe the many coming from the 
British islands. 

The Dominion has been blessed by a 
long series of -' prosperous years, .and 
though at the present moment its 
business is being restricted by the 
financial stringency which prevails 
throughout the world, I feel assured 
that this unfavorable condition will be 
temporary, and that the illimitable 
resources of Canada, and the world- 
wide recognition of them will give us 
ample guarantee of continued material 
progress. 

The conference held in London in 
the months of April and May last be- 
tween the government of the United 
Kingdom and the governments of 1 1 \ 
British domains beyond the seas, sat- 
isfactorily dealt with many subjects 
in which the empire at large is Inter- 
ested.

said article to the Hague tribunal.

Robert Howe, municipal inspector 
for the Canadian Fire Underwriters 
association, yesterday afternoon con- 
tinued his Investigation into the tire 
fighting abilities of the Victoria lire 
brigade, when he made a test ol tlie 
pressure at hydrants situated at the 
corner of Cormorant and Store streets. 
Government and Cormorant streets an" 
Johnson and Government streets. Mr. 
Howe took note of the pressure from 
the hydrant between Government and 
Store streets having a gunge attached 
thereto to register the force of the 
water. At the outset of the test tlie 
alarm system lulled to work at the 
central lire station. The alarm was 
sent In by Mr. Howe from the corner 
of store and Cormorant streets and 
was correctly registered at the brew- 
ery, the whistle of which sounded the 
alarm of sixty-one, but the system 
failed at the city hall, the bell there 
not answering. It is supposed that 
the wire had become crossed With ah 
electric wire. 

Before the test at the hydrants took 
place a pressure of at! pounds was re- 
gistered at the Cormorant street hyd- 
rant. Two streams were lirst thrown 
from the hydrant at the corner of 
Johnson and Government streets 
through 250 feet of hose. As soon a* 
the water was turned on the pressure 
dropped to 311 pounds and when the 
two streams from the hydrant at the 
corner of Government and Cormorant 
slreots was alse turned on the pres- 
sure was further reduced to 24 
pounds, and fell to IS pounds When 
the streams from the hydrant at the 
corner of Store and Cormorant streets 
were started, making six streams 
playing at once 

The hydrant on Cormorant street, to 
which the guago was attached, was 
then opened, making seven streams in 
all the pressure dropping to thirteen 
pounds and the streams being so re- 
duced In volume that they would little 
more than reach to the second storey 
of an ordinary business building. 

The test was watched by a large 
number of people, who had been at- 
tracted by the appearance of the brig- 
ade dashing down the streets. China- 
men Hindus and whites crowded 
around the apparatus wondering 
what it was al! about, until it was 
explained that there was no conflagra- 
tion but only a test.

SHOOTS HIMSELF IN 
LEG ^ACCIDENTALLY 

W. E, Knapp Meets With Pain- 
ful Mishap Near Willows 
Hotel

W. E. Knapp, manager of the Red 
Cliff Lumber company, was picked 
up at 8:3a last night on I'udboro Hay 
road just beyond the Willows with a 
bullet through Ms right leg just bo- 
low the knee cap. Several feet near- 
er the hotel a loaded revolver With 
one chamber discharged was found. 
The accident is shrouded In mystery. 
The wounded man's erics for help 
were heard within the hotel and lie 
was picked up by Abel Rhodes and 
James Chamberlain. Dr. H. Robert- 
son hurried to the scene in an auto- 
mobile and the patrol wagon with sev- 
eral policemen followed. A tourniquet 
which was applied by the drat arrivals 
probably saved the injured man's life. 
He was immediately conveyed to the 
Jubilee hospital in the patrol wagon, 
and the wound dressed. 

Just how or why the accident oc- 
curred is not known. .Mr. KnaPP up- 
on being picked up said that he would 
explain when lie reached the hospital. 
The story he told there was decidedly 
Incoherent. First he stated that he 
was carrying the weapon in his pocket 
when it was discharged accidentally- 
He later stated that a German, who 
was witli him, knew all about it and 
when found would be able to ex- 
plain. From all indications the Woupon 
was discharged accidentally by Mr. 
Knapp himself, and that the later 
statement was the result of delirium, 

Shortly after 8:30 o'clock, .Mr. and 
Mrs. Rhodes, the proprieto 
Willows hotel, wen; seated i 
room off the bar witii .Jam 
berlaln chatting. 

The bar had been empty all evening 
and hence all three were more than 
startled when a shot was heard near- 
by, followed by cries for help. 

"Come quickly, I'm alone," were the 
words. The two men ran at once to 
the door, one of them seizing a lan- 
tern, .lust about thirty yards from 
the end of the car track they found 
a man weltering in blood Which gush- 
ed from a bullet wound in the right 
leg. Joined by .1. Mcintosh, the cure- 
taker at the Old Men's home, ll"' three 
did their best to slop the flow Of 
blood while Mrs. Rhodes phoned for 
the police. A rope from the hotel 
with a stick formed an effective tour- 
niquet. Applied above tin. knee it 
checked the flow of blood and when 
Dr. Robertson arrived lie found the 
patient weak from loss of blood but 
still conscious. 

With the arrival of tin- patrol wagon 
the wounded man was lifted Into it. 
Arriving at the hospital he was at 
once recognized as \Y. 13, Knapp, ol 
the Red Cliff Lumber company, by 
Dr, Itascll. an acquaintance with 
Whom he had been playing golf tl I 
day before. < 

The wound was washed out with 
antiseptics and the opening enlarged. 
This morning an X-rays exposure will 
be taken and the bullet located. It 
was found that the bullet had caused 
a compound fracture of the rigid 
tibia, and that much lo-s of blood hart 
taken place. 

Mr. Knapp spent yesterday after- 
noon on the golf links, returning ' 
the Union chili, going from there ; 
the Balmoral hotel, where ho has been 
living fur the last six weeks since lib 
return from Albernl where hid com- 
pany has large interests, lie left the 
hotel "at S o'clock ami according to 
his own statement tool; tl\e car up 
Fort street. It is thought that he 
tool; an Oak Bay car as fur as the 
junction and walked toe re^t of the 
way for neither of the conductors of 
the Willows ears recollect a passenger 
answering his description. 

When picked up la- was dre3sed in 
a brown sack suit with a dinner jac- 
ket over it While above that was worn 
a rain coat. 

The unfortunate gentleman makes 
his home in Duluth. lb- Is married and 
has two children and expected to re- 
turn to the lumber city for a lengthy 
visit in a few days tini".

foundland is involved, the Oriental 
question, the Quebec bridge disaster, 
and the post of lice and the budget. 
There remain the allusions to railway 
construction and to new measures. 
The statement that "contracts are 
about to bo let for the construction of 
the prairie section of the Grand Trunk 

"Pacific wast of Edmonton and iinme- 
.diate steps will be taken fur the com- 
mencement of work at both the eastern 
and western ends of the mountain 
division," and that "thus in a short 
time the whole Work from Moncton to 
the Pacific ocean will be under vigor- 
ous construction," if it means what 
the words actually imply, is interest- 
ing news, about as interesting as any 
that usually finds its way into a gov- 
ernor-general's speech, but for our- 
selves we shall wait development be- 
fore growing enthusiastic. The new 
ineasures promised will provide for the 
government control of telegraphs and 
telephones, a step in the direction of 
government ownership which ought not 
to bo unwelcome to the Conservative 
members of Parliament; the extension 
of the boundaries of Manitoba, a 
simple act of justice; government old 
age annuities, the regulation of in- 
surance, 'the amendment of the election 
law and the amendment of the Do- 
minion Lands Act. This Is a very 
good programme as far as It goes, but 
until the measures themselves are 
brought down any definite expression 
of opinion in reference to them would 

be valueless.

OBSTRUCTIONS IN THE HARBOR. 

The manner in which the inner har- 
bor is obstructed by logs is a crying 
shame. The Harbor Master admits 
this, but says he cannot do anything 
because the law only speaks about 
"rafts" and not about "booms." We 
are not advised as to the authority 
under which the Harbor Master dis- 
tinguishes between the two. A raft is 
a number of logs held together by 
such means as the owner sees fit to 
employ. A "boom" is a device for 
holding logs together. We ' suggest 
that logs held together by a boom arc 
as much a raft as though they were 
held together by what are called 
"boom-poles" In the eastern provinces. 
If a man takes two logs, lays 
thein parallel to each other, fastens 
them together by poles and puts loose 
logs between them, no one disputes 
for a moment that they constitute a 
raft. If he takes the same lugs and 
some others and fastens them together 
In a line, brings the two ends of the 
line together and puts a I"' of logs 
in the centre, we submit that it does 
not cease to be a raft Hut neither 
the Harbor Master nor the Colonist is 
called upon to distinguish between the 
two things. This is a matter for the 
courts, and the duty of the Harbor 
Master is to secure an Interpretation 
of the term "raft." Let us suppose that 
the Marine Department should decide 
that "boom" came within the meaning 
of the law, could ill" lumber escape 
from its application by calling their 
collection of logs by some new name .'

CANADIAN "PREJUDICE." 

So much has been said in the 
papers recently about the "prejudice" 
of Canadians against Englishmen 
that the subject is assuming a mag- 
nitude out of all proportion to its 
importance. It might lie disposed of 
after the fashion of (lie famous 
chapter on Irish snakes, which read 
thus: ".There are no snakes in Ire- 
land," but so many Englishmen think 
that' Canadians are prejudiced 
against them that it calls for a lit- 
tle more detailed treatment. It is not 
BUfllcIent to say that Canadians have 
no prejudice against Englishmen; we 
ought to go further and ascertain, if 
wo can, why the existence of such a 
feeling has been suggested. Doubt- 
less there are faults on both sides. 
We do things differently in Canada 
to what they are done In England; 
perjlapi we do not do them as well, 
but we have our ways, and English- 
men have their ways, so there Is al- 
ways likely to bo. a certain amount 
of friction, which need never be seri- 
ous, and which, if we are wise, will 
bo exceedingly beneficial. There is 



very much that Canada can learn 
from England, and Canadians would 
be very foolish to refuse to learn it. 

The Englishman who cornea to Ca- 
nada Is handicapped to a certain ex- 
tent by bis training and his tradi- 
tions. When he goes to the United 
States he realizes that he is In a for- 
eign country, and of all the people In 
the world none can adjust them- 
selves to conditions existing in a 
foreign country like Englishmen can. 
But in Canada they are different; 
they do not seem to feel under an 
obligation to adapt their ideas to 
their new surroundings. They are 
ready to recognize that there is an 
American way of doing things, and a 
French way, and a German way, and 
any number of other ways of doing 
things, and they drop into them with 
a facility which makes them the best 
of all colonizers. They have not yet 
learned that there is a Canadian 
way, but they are finding it out, and 
b> and bye they will fall In with it 
with the greatest facility. 

On the other hand the Canadian is 
a little inclined to think his way the 
best, and hi' is not always as con- 
siderate as lie might be in his way 
of putting it. He is not exactly 
bumptious, but he has had a hard 
light to makejiis country what it is, 
and possibly the result has been to 
make him just a trifle too cocksuro 
of himself. However this may he, 
we do nut think that any one will 
deny that lie is an exceedingly im- 
patient person, and has not yet 
learned how to wait for anything. 
Rarely has t lie Canadian been train- 
ed in a groove, whereas nearly every 
Englishman has been. The latter 
statement holds true of the people of 
all the European > ountrios, Nut very 
long ago the Colonist had a. call from 
a young Englishman, who was as 
good looking a. sample of the well- 
bred, clean-living young fellow that 
one would wish to see. lie wanted 
employment, and when asked what 
lie could do, said that he had been 
trained in a certain line of commer- 
cial work. He frankly admitted thai 
he knew nothing at all about any 
ether kind of work, and he seemed 
unable to understand that there were 
no openings here in the department 
In which he had been trained. As a 
matter of fact, as one of the mer- 
chants told him, there is not enough 
work, of the kind that he could do, 
in Victoria to keep a man occupied 
for a week out of a year, and what 
little there is some one else does in 
i,n the ordinary course of routine. 
The young fellow left town, for he 
was unwilling to accept any other 
emnloyment than that in which he 
bait been trained. He went back to 
England convinced that the openings 
in "the Colonies" had been greatly 
over-stated. This case illustrates 
what \ve mean when we say that 
many excellent young Englishmen, 
men of the type that Canada wants, 
so far as education, industry, honesty 
and refinement go, have been trained 
in a groove which corresponds to 
nothing to he found in the Dominion. 

The so-called "prejudice" is, we 
think, the outcome of such a condition 
of things. We are accustomed in this 
country to have men ready ""to turn 
their hands to anything that offers. 
In very many cases they do not ex- 
hibit the same degree of thoroughness 
in any one lino as the newly-arrived 
Englishman does in his particular lint', 
but we have not reached that stage of 
development in the Dominion that re- 
quires a high degree of thoroughness 
in all departments of work ami offers 
many opportunities for trained special- 
ists. The Canadian employer wants 
men, who will dd the sort of work 
he sets them to. Canadians or Amer- 
icans are more likely to he able to 
do this than newly-arrived English- 
men, aial hence they are mure likely 
to get the work. This, it seems to us. 
is, the only foundation for tin- alleged 
prejudice. Of course we are not re- 
ferring to the regard in which those 
new arrivals are held, who start from 
homo with tile idea that they are su- 
perior to all "Colonials" and cannot 
keep their opinions to themselves. 
These are in the very small minority 
although they perhaps. do most of the 
talking out of which tlx- belief in 
an anti-English prejudice lias arisen.

THE G. T. PACIFIC 

A Winnipeg despatch of the '.'7th 
Instant to the Ottawa Citizen stated 
that the Grand Trunk Pacific had | 
420 miles west of Portage la Prairie 
completely graded, that three-quarters 
of this distance was laid with steel 
and that work was being rushed rap- 
Idly upon the remainder of the dis- 
tance, so that the division from 
Saskatoon to Portage la Prairie- 
would lie complete and ready for op- 
eration by the beginning of the year. 
Edmonton Is by the route of railway, 
350 miles bevond Saskatoon. Of this 
sixty per cent is graded, and the re- 
mainder is for tlie most part so easy 
of construction that tlie completion 
of the road into Edmonton early next 
season is regarded as certain. This 
means that there Will bo 770 miles 
Of the new railway available for the 
carriage of grain from a newly devel- 
oped country. This grain, the Grand 
Trunk Pacific hopes to be able to 
transport over its own lines to Port 
Arthur and Port William, where it can 
lie shipped on tlie company's lake 
boats, if this is to he accomplished, 
the part of the National Transcontin- 
ental Railway, which extends cast of 
Winnipeg and is being built by tlie 
government to connect with a line 
under construction by the CJ. T. P. 
company from tho lake ports, must 
also bo finished, and there is a great 
deal of work yet to be done. As

cidents can be attributed to the break- 
ing of defective rails. The travelling 
public will welcome an announcement 
to the effect that the manufacturers of 
steel rails and the railway companies 
nave reached a decision to improve the 
quality of the metal. Hays the To- 
ronto Globe: 

The United States steel trust anil 
the railways have reached an agree- 
ment and orders will be placed for 
2,000,000 tons of rails within the next 
thirty days. The point in dispute was 
the amount that should be cut. off the 
.ends of a- newly-rolled rail to Insure 
•'soundness in the part used. Fortun- 
ately, considerations of safety prevail- 
ed, the railways being willing to bear 
<ho excessive cost of cutting away all 
fhe suspected part's. 

Apropos of the present financial 
stringency, the Calgary Herald, ad- 
vances the suggestion that the banks, 
In view of the increased rates they are 
'(Charging borrowers, should pay a 
higher rate of interest on deposits. It 
says: 

§ The present rate of three per cent, 
(in savings.'' accounts Is regulated by the 
Canadian Bankers' association, which 
is a combination of the chartered banks 
Of the country. No bank dan- pay 
more than three per cent, at present 
because they are all bound by the rules 
of the association. But if they want 
to hold their savings deposits the rem- 
edy to a. layman appears quite simple.!

States. That the United States wishes 
to buy the whole Of British North 
America has been no secret for years, 
but that England will sell one foot of 
her soil or allow any of her colonies to 
do si) is an absurd proposition 'hat 
was exploded several months since. The 
report need create no uneasiness hero. 
The Hudson's Bay Company wish to 
sell out their territory it is true, but 
it is only in Great Britain or Canada 
that they will lind a customer for it. 
The company are well aware of that 
fact. Why, the Fast India Company 
might as well propose to sell India to 
Russia, or the Irish to dispose of the 
Emerald isle to Prance, as the Hud- 
son's Bay Company to talk of handing 
the fee simple of their Northwest Ter- 
ritory over to Jonathan. It. may be 
that a company of Americans have 
proposed to purchase the rights of the 
company for speculative purposes, but 
their government certainly has bet- 
ter sense than to offer to buy the ter- 
ritory when they are, well aware that 
even were the company disposed to 
sell, they could never obtain the con- 
sent, of the mother country to the 
transfer. 

New Vork,' Nov. -S. — The steamer 
America has arrived. Lord Lyons, on 
presenting his credentials as British 
Ambassador to Napoleon, said the cor- 
dial relations existing between France 
and England have powerfully contri- 
buted to the welfare of the two coun- 
tries and happiness of the w«jrld. The 
Queen's instructions especially pre- 
scribe that he shall spare no effort to 
strengthen those relations. The Em- 
peror replied that he was pleased with 
the sentiments expressed by Lord 
Lyons; and responded by'tivowlrrg his 
sincere attachment to the Queen's 
person ami family. From, the com- 
mencement of her reign, one of the 
most constant of his objects had been 
to maintain friendly relations with 
Great Britain.

The employment, of car ferries Js 
becoming more common. So much so, 
in fact, that to claim Victoria is handi- 
capped as a railway terminal by the 
fact that it is on an island seems ab- 
surd. The Grand Trunk Railway com- 
pany lias just put on a. ferry on Luke 
Ontario that is to be operated all the 
year round. She is ihus described by 
the Toronto Globe: 

: The new vessel will carry twenty- 
eight cars and 250 passengers on a 
loaded draught of fifteen feet. She is 
the largest boat on Lake Ontario, be- 
ing 317 feet long and 56-foot beam, 
and is 3" feet from the top deck to the 
keel. She has twin screws, and triple 
expansion engines, and develops 3,000 
indicative horsepower. The vessel is 
completely equipped with safety water 
tanks. Her speed is about liftften miles 
an hour. She is also litted with state- 
'rootn to accommodate 100 passengers, 
and her general appointments for pas- 
sengers are luxuriously litted up. The 
big boat will carry coal going north 
and iron ore ami lumber going south, 
the trip being about sixty miles across 
the lake one way. 

There are several million Canadians 
in the United States, and a very large 
percentage of them are holding posi- 
tions of responsibility ami trust. In 
fact, many large employers in the re- 
public will tell you that tin; Canadian 
is preferred to the native-born Am- 
erican.

The city of Kamiloops has an Indian 
reserve question which Is just about 
as live an Issue with the people of the 
upcoun'try municipality as the Song- 
hees reserve is with the residents of 
Victoria. 

Across the river from the town the 
reserve lies right at the Juncture of 
the North and South Thompson livers. 
Though (here are only ahout tvvenw 
Indians in the band, the entire reserve 
as originally granted is held by them, 
and it prevents the development of the 
city in tills direction. Kamloops Is 
growing, and t lie natural direction of 
Igrowth would be rlgtlt around the 
| forks of the river. 

Mayor Robinson, of Kamloops, 
waited on the executive Wednesday, 
and asked the government to use ils 
Influence to have the Dominion gov- 
ernment settle the matter. 

The Indians could be moved to an- 
other reserve some miles further up 
the north arm, where there would be 
ample room for all. The question was 
debated with Hon. Frank Oliver on 
the occasion of his recent visit to the 
province, and he promised to do what 
he could in the matter, but SO far no 
action has been taken. 

The provincial government pointed 
out thai it was powerless In the mat- 
ter as the Dominion government holds 
the Indians as its wards, but promis- 
ed to make such representations to 
tlie federal authorities as might be 
possible.

"A regular breeding ground for dis- 
ease and contrary to all the laws of 
sanitary science," is the manner in 
Which Dr. Fagan, provincial health | announced 
officer, characterized the garbage ~ 
dump on the city property to the rear 
of the C.P.R, hotel. 

"Despite the statements to tho con- 
trary, I saw this afternoon two cart 
loads of tilth, rugs, bottles and general 
garbage from Chinatown dumped 
there Now that it is cast upon me, I 
feel it a terrible responsibility upon 
my shoulders. This is a responsibility 
which I refuse to take. It must lie 
remedied." 

Dr. Fagan personally conducted a 
Colonist reporter over the dump and 
pointed wherein will lay and would 
continue to lie the menace to tin- 
health of the community. In places 
to a depth of from six to eight feet 
garbage of all kinds has been deposit- 
ed, old rags, bottles, boots, bread and 
vegetable matter, tins and all the 
garbage that collects around ordinary 
households, extraordinary households 
and the households of Chinatown. 

Over tills t!u« carts are now deposit- 
ing material which is scarcely better, 
the whole composing a pot pourri of 
fortunately rare tlavor. Over it, un- 
der it. around it, almost wherever the 
eve rests may be seen rats. Hats of 
all sizes, from patriarchs witli grey 
Whiskers down through all the stages 
to the small ones just able to crawl, 
are there feeding on the tilth. A 
stone thrown anywhere will start a 
dozen. 

"Even if tlds was covered over w ith 
honest earth," Dr. Fagan remarked, "it 
would not be purified. It's intended 
for a park where 1 suppose children 
will play Deleterious gases will con- 
stantly illter up through the earth, 
playing on t lie ground the little ones 
may be infected with a thousand and 
one germs. It's inconceivable that 
such a thing should he allowed to 
continue." 

Dr. Fagan stated that It is quite 
possible to take a limited quantity of 
garbage, mix it with tile honest earth 
of a farm to a depth of eight inches 
and in time It will purify Itself. In 
the case of the James Hay dump, this 
Is Impossible. 

Just what should be done to remedy 
tho condition of affairs it will pro- 
bably require a commission to deter- 
mine. Tho upper lasers should be 
carted away and the rest turned over 
and mixed with tons of lime. It should 
be done at once for witli the passing 
of the winter season and the coming 
of warmer weather the evil condition 
of affairs will be aggravated 

Prompt action is necessary accord- 
ing to Dr. Fagan and prompt action 
must be taken. 

SUPREME COURT WILL 

NOT SIT NEXT WEEK 



Frank O'Brien and J. E. Vernon.vne- 
cused of stealing liquor from the 
Princess May, were brought up yes- 
terday morning before Judge Lamp- 
man to elect whether or not they 
would take a speedy trial or go before 
a Jury.

Sittings Postponed Till December" 10- 
List of Cases Set for 
Trial 



The civil sittings of the supremo 
court, which had been fixed for Tues- 
day next, December 3, have been ad- 
journed for a week till Dec. 10. There 
are at present six cases down for 
hearing with a possibility of an un- 
finished case from the Interior being 
added to the docket. This, however, 
depends on which judge Is -assigned to 
take the sittings. 

The cases set Include Bridgnian vs. 
| Hepburn and Bridgman vs. Powell. 
Doth of these are suits for commis- 
sions arising out of real estate trans- 
I actions, J. H. Lawson, jr., being soil- 
|cltor for the plaintiff in each case, 
witli Pooley, Luxton & Pooley solici- 
tors for Hepburn, and R. T. Elliott ap- 
pearing for Powell. These cases came 
up at the last civil sittings of the 
court, and all parties were In attend- 
ance witli thfclr witnesses, but .Mr. 
Justice Martin refused to hear the 
cases on the grounds that he was not 
assigned in writing under rule 1043. 

The next case Is the Alaska Yukon 
Company vs. Courtney, in which the 
plaintiffs ask for $9,500 damages. They 
claim they had contracted for a 
steamer to take freight north at a 
special rate, which was not supplied, 
with the result that they had to em,- 
ploy other steamers who charged a 
higher rate for transporting their 
goods. C. H. Wilson is solicitor for 
the plaintiff and t). G. Marshall of 
Vancouver for the defendant. 

Tile fourth case is Jonte. VS. -Milne, 
Willi Pooley, Luxton it Pooley for the' 
plaintiff and U. T. Elliott for the de- 
fendant.

Dr. Irving, the acting superintendent, 
Miss Matthewson, the matron and two 
nurses with fifteen patients, all that 
the temporary quarters will accom- 
modate,, arrived yesterday. It was at 
first thought that there, would be room 
to accommodate seventeen, bul later 
it was found that this was Impossible 
and that there, was but room for fif- 
teen. Over five times thai number of 
applications from residents of tho 
province had been received and many 
others from the other provinces of 
Canada and the states of the union. 
In selecting the first fifteen, no regard 
was paid us to whether they could or 
could not pay. The fifteen chosen are 
the fifteen which the medical board 
believes the hospital can most greatly 
benefit. It Is .absolutely useless and 
only cruel for physicians to send pa- 
tients to Tranqullle in Die hope that 
they will be taken in.

DONLY WILL RECEIVE 

LOCAL BUSINESS MEN 



Informal Reception at the Board 
Trade Room This 
Morning 



A. W. Donly, Canadian trade com- 
missioner to Mexico, was waited upon 
yesterday morning by tlie officers of 
the hoard of trade, When arrangements 
were made for him to attend at the 
board of trade rooms this morning 
between the hours of 10 and 11 o'clock 
to receive all comers Interested In 
Canada's trade with Mexico. It is 
understood that this will take the 
form of a sort of informal reception 
at which Mr. Donly will discuss trade 
conditions In Mexico with those In- 
terested, and will place all informa- 
tion at the disposal of any exporters 
and business men generally who may 
desire II. It is probable that a num- 
ber of business men will lie present 
and it Is expected thai a great deal 
of invaluable Information will be 
elicited. 

Arrangements were also made for 
Mr. Donly to address an open meet- 
ing in the board of trade room on 
Monday afternoon at 3 o'clock. Mr. 
Donly bus a groat deal of interesting 
Information regarding conditions in 
Mexico and file needs and prospects 
of Hie country, and hi.- address Is cer- 
tain to be most Instructive and the 
public, generally is requested to ac- 
cept this intimation of the meeting 
as it has been decided not to issue any 
special Invitations. II must. be. re- 
membered thai all members of the 



Col. Zncarlas Borba dos Santos, a 
distinguished Brazilian, spent yester- 
day in Victoria en route to eastern 
Canada. Col. ties Santos, who Is ac- 
companied by his son, a student of 
Columbia college, New York, is a re- 
tired officer of the Brazilian army, or 
more accurately is now a reserve of- 
ficer, and for tlie past seven months 
has been touring the world. He is a 
prominent landowner, ids estates be- 
ing known as the "estacao da Man- 
guelra," and his chief object in tlie 
tour lie is making is to observe tho 
various methods of agriculture in dif- 
ferent countries with a view to in- 
troducing into Brazil such of them 
as may seem suitable to the condi- 
tions which prevail there. 

Both the colonel and 1»$ son are un- 
usually well built, handsome men of 
unusual Intelligence and had much to 
say of the remarkable resources of 
their native country. Speaking of the 
way in which Brazil has emerged from 
Its former unsatisfactory financial 
condition tlie colonel said: 

"When tlie republic of Brazil was 
established some twenty years ago the 
finances of the country were in an un- 
settled condition owing largely to the 
Immense amount of inconvertible paper 
money which was In circulation. Our 
bonds were largely held in England, 
and an emissary of tlie new govern- 
ment proceeded there and made ar- 
rangements whereby in consideration 
of certain financial favors it was 
agreed to retire and destroy a certain 
amount of tills inconvertible paper 
money each year. This was done, 
and eight years ago the last of it was 
burned. Tho result Is that our fin 
ancial condition is sound, our govern- 
ment bonds are quoted at premium 
and Brazilian credit ranks with the 
highest. The surplus revenue is now 
devoted to internal Improvements. 

"Brazil is an enormous country, 
larger than the United States. It is 
divided Into twenty states or pro- 
vinces, seventeen of which border on 
the sea, one has access to the sea by 
tlie Amazon river, the largest river In 
the world, and the other two are sit- 
uated in the Interior of central Brazil. 
There is "every climate in Brazil from 
tropical to temperate and there Is no 
fruit wo cannot and do not produce. 
The flora of Brazil is tlie most varied 
in the world. Our twenty-two million 
inhabitants produce three-fifths of the 
world's supply of coffee, and we also 
export large quantities of rubber, rice, 
sugar, and cotton. We also export 
mahogany, cabinet woods of different 
kinds and all kinds of bard woods. 
Diamonds, rubies and other precious 
stones are also found. 

"Our chief need is labor, and that 
is coming In, though slowly. Our 
slaves were freed twenty years ago. 
There were a million of them, but we 
have not and are not likely to have 
any negro question. Tlie Italian, 
Spanish and other immigrants are In- 
fermarrylng with them with the result 
that the negro race is rapidly disap- 
pearing and in a few generations there 
will be no trace of them left. Of 
course the real Brazilians, who are 
of Portuguese descent, will have no- 
thing to do with the negroes In the 
way of Intermarriage, but with the im- 
migrants they aro forming what WO 
call a creole race, which physically is 
a very line one. There are some half 
a mlliion Indians, who are being civil- 
ized by the help of missionaries. These 
are met with chiefly in the remote in- 
terior." 

The colonel displayed much pride in 
tho prominent part that Brazil played 
In the recent peace congress at The 
Hague. Her principal representative, 
Ruy Barboza, was responsible for the 
rejection of tho Drago doctrine, father- 
ed by the Argentine representatives 
and assisted by the Americans. This 
doctrine provides that no debts can 
he collected by force under any cir- 
cumstances. Brazil took the ground 
that this was only for the benefit of 
dishonest nations and the proposal was 
defeated. Senor Barboza also took 
a leading part In defeating the Ameri- 
can proposition to grade tlie powers 
represented into first, second and third 
class powers. 

Col. dos Santos then spoke pf his 
country's capital, Rio dc Janeiro, a 
city Of 1,300,000 souls. Fabulous 
sums of money have been spent of 
late years in beautifying Rio and in 
laying out systems, of boulevards and 
also in introducing modern methods of 
sanitation, the result being that it is 
one of tlie beautiful cities of the world, 
standing as it does on a magnificent 
bay, larger than the Bay of San 
Francisco. 

••The rubber forests of Brazil," said 
tlie colonel, "do not require cultiva- 
tion. The trees grow wild in profu- 
sion. For four months In the year 
the forests are flooded by the waters 
of the Amazon, but when the floods 
recede tho workmen go Into the woods 
and tap the trees. The process, pro- 
perly done, docs not hurt tho trees, as 
Ihe Hood period gives ample oppor- 
tunity for recuperation, while the rich 
soil then deposited acts as a fertilizer." 

Col. dos Santos came to America on 
the second trip of the Lusltnnkv when 
she made a record trip, and he was

HOW TO MARK LINEN 

So many letters have Come to me 
lately asking what Initials to use and 
where to put them on new linen that 
I will try to give seme pertinent sug- 
gestions along tliis line. Primarily, I 
would say that brides-to-be must 
mark all their linen, whether It be 
for wearing or liuu.-eh.ild purposes, 
witii their maiden initials. This is 
most important. Not only Is It bad 
form to use tlie initial of your pros- 
pective husband, but it is said to lie 
exceedingly had luck, and there is no 
class more superstitious than brldea. 
If you have three initials, use them 
till.' 

Chemises and corset covers should 
be marked over the left breast if tlie 
design permits. A ruther dainty way 
to murk these garments is to write 
out in full your Christian name, such 
as Eleanor, Louisa or Elizabeth, 
Write tills in pencil in your own 
hand and outline it witii tlie finest 
possible stitch, and featherstitch a 
Kittle ring around it, which can be 
marked on by using a large spool. 
One girl 1 know marked her entire 
trousseau in this manner, thus sav- 
ing the expense of marking and at 
the same time securing something 
original, dainty and effective. A pet- 
ticoat should be marked in tlie mid- 
dle, up near the waistband, or on tlie 
yoke if there is one. Drawers are 
generally marked on the left leg or 
on the waistband, as suits Individual 
fancy. Nightgowns, like the che- 
mises and corset covers, should he 
Initialed en the left breast or direct- 
ly in the middle, hut preferably tile 
former. 

Do not use silk for making under- 
wear, as it sunn (urns yellow with 
washing, but select a line cotton floss 
which comes fur the purpose. If ini- 
tials are used, you should have them 
very small ami of black type, per- 
fectly plain, or else have a mono- 
gram drawn especially, which you 
can use n> mark any number ol 
pieces yourself. The use of large 
scroll letters is extinct and only 
small plain ones are HOW used. 

In marking bed linen use the cot- 
ton floss, even on linen sheets and 
pillow cases. VTour three initials arc 
ponderable always, and here again 
the small letters are used. .Mark im- 
mediately in the centre of the upper 
hem ft tlie sheet and Jusl In the 
middle of the pillow cases, either on 
the hem or just above it- Towels 
should be marked In tlie same man-

Another factor contributes to ren- 
der Saturday's match a particularly 
keen one, namely, that It is the last 
of the games by Which the team for 
the greater matches later on — Van- 
couver and Stanford — will be chosen. 
Everyone wants to see Victoria rep- 
resented by the strongest team that 
can be got together against Vancou- 
ver, not only in the home match, but 1 
also on the -1st of next month, in 
Vancouver.

It is said that some of Victoria's 
old "star" players intend to make a 
reappearance. Is it true? And will 
they be in shape? are questions eag- 
erly debated. It must be remember- 
ed "that against Vancouver and Stan-' 
ford Victoria must turn out not only 
a team of good men, but a good team 
— there is a considerable difference — 
■a team that will combine well, have 
a certain amount of pace, good stay- 
ing powers and lots of grit. The ma- 
terial for that team Is here; it re- 
jnains for the men to get out and' 
play— regularly. 

It is suggested that those who know 
what rugby is, take their friends to- 
the game tomorrow. They will go 
again when they have seen one game. 
And let those who do not know go 
and see for themselves; they need not 
go to another if they do not like it.' 
But there is little likelihood of that 
happening. When the big matches 
come off here in January everyone 
\til\ want to go to those. In tjhis 
connection a local rugby enthusiast 
writes: "Won't it be more interest- 
ing If you know the game, know the 
team, know each man's' Tilay and his 
favourite dodges? You don't want to 
think that when you see the team 
that is picked to play for Victoria in 
the paper, the names will be nothing 
more than names to you; that when, 
in the near future, everyone U talk- 
ing about rugljy, you will be out of 
it-and'not able to'j'.'in in the conver- 
sation, start in tomorrow and pick 
up the game, at least, from a specta- 
tor's point of view."

The Victoria District Football league 
last night ennorsed the stand taken 
by the Vancouver Island Football as- 
sociation regarding the playing to- 
gether of amateurs "and professionals, 
j. G. Brown presented the following 
resolution which was seconded b>' 
Sergt. Major AVarder and adopted by 
the meeting: 

I • 'Whereas tly?< Canadian Amateui* 
Athletic Union's definition of an ama- 
teur prohibits amateurs from playing 
with or against professionals under 
penalty of losing their amateur status, 
and, whereas, the Vancouver Island 
Football association lias declared 
against this ruling and against the 
formation of a British Columbia 
Amateur Athletic association which it 
is proposed to affiliate with the Ca- 
nadian Amateur Athletic UntjOB> fir' 
.some other athletic b6dy with the- 
same objectionable definition "of an 
amateur; Be it resolved that this as- 
sociation fully endorses the position 
taken by the Vancouver Island Foot- 
ball association and set forth in a 
formal resolution at a meeting held in 
Ladysmith on November 23, and be it 
further resolved that this association 
favors tile formation of a National 
Association Football L'nlon for Can- 
ada with brandies or subsidiary 
unions in each province to control and 
regulate Association Football." 

R. G. Fell, president of tho league, 
was in the chair, and there were 
present R. Duncan, representing the 
J. B. A. A.; J. G. Brown, V. M. C. A.; 
Lieut. Stern, Fifth Regiment; Sergt. 
Major Warder, Garrison; W. Locks- 
ley, Esquimau; W. Findlay, H. M. S. 
Shearwater, and Acting Secretary J. 
Lawson. 

In introducing the resolution, Mr.

professionalize all players who took 
part in a game with or against pro- 
fessionals; 

"Be it further resolved that this as- 
sociation considers it is unite com- 
petent to legislate and look after the 
clubs and players within its jurisdic- 
tion, and believes that .similar associ- 
ations under tho «. C. F. A. are better 
qualified to say what is best for as- 
sociation football than aiiy other ath- 
letic body in British Columbia or 
Canada." 

The dates for the coming matches 
were then discussed. The Wanderers 
vs. Indians in the City league series, 
the Cumberland vs. Hornets .Rugby) 
J, B. A A. vs. Nanaimo United, finish 
Of Indians vs. Clerks, (39 minutes) 
double-header with the Vancouver 
teams and Ladysmith, and Wanderers 
looking for a fixture with the Lady- 
smith intermediates, all in the next 
three weeks, looks as though football 
were booming In Nanaimo. 

The meeting discussed all the games 
for an hour and then came to no de- 
cision; Anally, however, a way was 
found to pull off the greater part of 
them.

San Francisco, Nov. 2S.— Al Kauff- 
man, of this city, was awarded the 
decision over .lack (Twin) Sullivan, of 
Boston, at the end of :>5 rounds at the 
Colma Athletic club this afternoon.

Seven and Half Times Usual Risk 
Paid to Insure Gold on Lusitania 

In connection with the recent Im- 
ports of gold, the Shipping World 
reports: "Quite an absurd state • of af- 
fairs was readied recently, when as 
much as 7s Cd per cent was paid to 
insure specie from London to New 
York bv the Lusitauia. The ordinary 
rate for this risk is Is per cent, and 
under usual conditions there is a very 
easy market. Owing, however, to the 
unusual value of the new Cunarders, 
and the fact that they are insured 
with British .underwriters, the market 
was already Well filled by original as 
well as re-insurances on the hulls, the 
extra amount required could not be 
placed at the usual rates, and there

amount was covered on the Lusltan- 
ia against total loss only for twelve 
months atlas per cent, the fact that 
7s (id was paid on specie for one 
voyage is a striking commentary on 
the state of the market.

'flie expense undertaken by the C.

Dur- 
ing last season they had a passenger 
capacity of*40 per week between Ow- 
en Sound and Fort William, which 
was continually overtaxed. Tin; two 
new boats will increase this carrying 
capacity to 1,000 passengers per 
week, and with the Indications of in- 
creased traffic already encountered, j customs 
it is thought that even ibis will I would r< 
scarcely suffice to meet demands. 

The two boats, the' Assinibola and 
Keewatin, are about tin.' finest 
steamers on the Croat Lakes, being 
of a much superior' pattern to the fa- 
mous Northland and Northwest ser- 
ies.

Victoria Sealing company had asked 
tho imperial government to see that 
the vessel is brought to trial. Com- 
mander Allgood of II. M . S. Shear- 
water cabled the admiralty call- 
ing attention to the case. The 
schooner arrived here early in June 
and the collector of customs advised 
tiie Dominion government. Some 
weeks later Ottawa aslced for Informa- 
tion, which was furnished. In July 
Commander Allgood, of II. M.S. Shear- 
water, was advised of tho seizure and 
he informed the Admiralty. Then, 
seemingly, the governments continued 
the even" tenor of their way and the 
Carlotta G. Cox remained forgotten — 
even the wages of the watchman were 
forgotten for some months. Month by 
month tho owners, the Victoria Sealing 
company, asked that the case against 
the vessel, which t'.ioy hold to be un- 
tenable, be heard, but there were no 
results. November came and the other 
schooners had all returned, and the 
skins were packed for shipment, and 
representations were made to the col- 
lector of customs that che seized seal- 
skins of the Cox, 77 in number, be re- 
leased under bond. After much tele- 
graphing this was done. 

Tiie question has arisen in this con- 
nection as to whether the Dominion 
of Canada has any place in the trial 
of tiie schooner. Tiie counsel for the 
owners say not. 

In tiie meantime the owners of the 
vessel maintain that she is illegally 
held. If they desired to outtlt the 
vessel and send her to sea on the usual 
spring cruise it is considered doubt- 
ful whether the local customs authori- 
ties by whom the vessel Is now re- 
tained could interfere. The point made 
Is that the Dominion is not a party 
to the sealing treaty under which the 
schooner was stated to have been seiz- 
ed by the United States revenue cut- 
tor Bush, outside the area affected by 
tiie regulations of the modus Vivendi 
made between Great Britain and the 
United States. Capt. Ainsworth, of 
the Rush, was fully aware he had no 
authority to interfere witli the Japan- 
ese vessels, and the question to be 
dealt with by the courts before which 
tho Carlotta G. Cox is to come is 
whether lie was justified in raking that 
vessel, towing her to Sitka ami thence 
to Port Simpson, where he handed her 
over to Capt. Hacketc of the Canadian 
steamer Quadra. 

The point is made by counsel for 
the Carlotta G. Cox that in turning 
over the seized schooner to Capt. 
Hackett the executive officer of the 
Bush acted Improperly as Capt. Hack- 
ilthough a commissioned officer 
of the Canadian government, was not 
a competent official under the terms 
of the modus Vivendi to take charge 
of the sealer. It Is maintained, in 
effect, that Canada is not a party to 
tho arrangement to enforce the seal- 
ing regulations. Had Capt. Christian 
of the Carlotta G. Cox proceeded to 
sea after being sent to Victoria by 
the Quadra's master, it is claimed 
that he would have been justified, 
having been improperly turned over 
to the Dominion official. 

What bearing this point will have 
on the Issue of the case remains to 
be seen. There are others to be made 
which are not disclosed. As to (he 
absurdity of the seizure with regard 
to tiie purpose for which the regula- 
tions were enacted that Is self-appar- 
ent. At the time the Japanese seal- 
ing schooners were engaged in hunt- 
ing, three of them having their boats 
out, the hunters shooting seals, the 
Carlotta G. Cox was seized with her 
boats all inboard on the allegation that 
some 14 of the 77 sealskins in her 
hold had marks indicating they we.-o 
recently taken. 

Tiie Japanese schooners continued 
unhampered throughout the season, 
hunting in the preserve maintained by 
a fleet Of United States revenue cut- 
ters for the Japanese in Bering sea, 
while the Carlotta C. Cox lost the 
whole season, lying idle at Victoria, 
her complement suffering through | 
loss of their usual season's employ- 
ment. Meanwhile the trial of the ves- 
sel hung fire, none of the govern- 
ments interested taking any steps to 
bring the case to trial until tho sealers 
took the iniative and asked that the 
case be heard. 

Meanwhile, some of the sealers are 
enquiring as to who is to recompense 
them for the loss of their season's 
employment. The second mate, Mr. 
Paddle, called upon the collector of 
yesterday and aslced if he 
eceive a claim for the loss of 
the seuson's work, and probably others 
of the schooner's crew will follow his 
example.

In broad daylight, a score of men 
within call on the decks, the children 
wore carried over the lee rail by a 
boarding sea.

According to email advices .received 
by the steamer Tosa Maru from Tokio, 
the friction between China and Japan 
so pronounced latterly, has now become 
less prominent, but there are neverthe- 
less many subjects of dispute between 
them which must continue to deserve 
attention. Among the comparatively 
new occasions of controversy between 
the parties is the Increasing number of 
Buddhist priests invading Fukleii, 
which has aroused the antagonism of 
local Chinese authorities. These as- 
sert that Buddhism us a state religion 
lias been discarded by China in favor 
of Confucianism and also by Japan in 
favor of Shlntoism, and they therefore 
object 'to having a discredited religious 
faith foisted upon them. At the same 
time, it is said that they recognize the 
right of protection extended to these 
Buddhist proselytk/ers by the most 
favored nation clause of their country's 
treaty with England, seeing that the 

I British treaty has a special clause giv- 
ing privileges to religious teaching 
from whatever source. 

Trouble Over Island 
There is also the Ivun-to (Ghlentao) 
affair, a controversy regarding the ow- 
ershlp of an Island in the Tumen river 
on the Korea -Manchuria border, which 
Japanese publicists represent as wholly 
favorable to the Japanese contention 
i. e. that the territory in dispute he- 
liums to Korea. Chinese publicists, 

1 however, are not a whit less .sure of 
their title. For instance the Sinwanpao 
says: The Wai-wu-pu has raised the 
following points to prove China's ow- 
nership of the Kanto island: 

(1) The Tumen river forms the na- 
tural boundary line between China and 
Korea. The island of Kanto is on the 
northern side of the river. 

(2) At the time when China appoint- 
ed a ting to that island the Korean 
government did not raise any objection. 

1 :; » At tlie time when China erected 
the boundary stones at the Tumen 
river, Korea ili'l not protest. 

(4) The Korean government had al- 
ready once asked China to restore the 
Korean residents on that island. The 
boundary stone at Fengsuiling cannot 
be recognized as genuine as it contains 
no. inscription." 

Moreover, the Nanfnngpao in a Pek- 
ing despatch states: "At a. conference 
held at the Japanese legation, II. E. 
Viceroy Hsu Shlhch&ng, of Manchuria, 
produced such overwhelming evidence 
in the shape of maps and old docu- 
ments showing that. Chlentao (Kanto) 
actually belongs to China, that the Ja- 
panese officials could not refute our 
claims and they had to recognize the 
fact that Chlentao does and always has 
belonged to China." So that it will be 
seen thai so far as the publicists of the 
rival parlies go, despite the fact that 
there is fin attempt to contend Unit: Ja- 
pan Is merely a disinterested mediator 
in the matter, the honors of assertion 
anil counter-assertion, far from being 
equal, incline to the Chinese side. There 
are several other subjects of friction 
between the countries, and if has been 
observed by some that since United 
States Secretary Taft made his recent 
notable speech at Shanghai, China ap- 
pears to havfl "stiffened" in regard to 
her position. 





IMPROVEMENT FOR THE 
WORLD'S GREATEST PORT 



London Harbor Committee After Visit 
to Rival Ports Sees Need of 
Development 



Tiie development of rival' ports is 
causing the world's greatest port, 
London, to consider considerable fur- 
ther Improvements. The harbor com- 
mittee |ma just completed an inspec- 
tion of British and foreign ports 
witli a view of embodying sugges- 
tions for the development of London's 
facilities in a bill to he brought be- 
fore the government next session. 

The committee inspected the docks, 
at. .Manchester, Liverpool, Southamp- 
ton,- Cardiff,. Barry. Bristol,,; Avon- 
111611th, Antwerp, Rotterdam, Bremen, 
Bremerhavon and Hamburg. They 
state that they were particularly im- 
pressed by tiie very extensive im- 
provements which had recently been, 
or were being, effected at till the ports 
visited. At Antwerp, for instance, a 
great scheme of dock development is 
la progress! estimated ultimately to 
cost about £12,000,000. Hamburg, 
Bremen, Brombrhaven and Rotter- 
dam are all extending their dock ac- 
commodation, or deepening the wa- 
terway, at a vast expense. In the 
British ports visited there is consid- 
erable development In progress « or 
contemplated. 

Dealing with the trade of the var- 
ious ports, the committee remark 
that a very rapid growth has taken 
place during the last six years in the 
volume of trade of the Continental 
ports referred to. "As was empha- 
sized In the report of the Royal Com- 
mission, there Is a danger of London 
losing some of the trade which would 
otherwise come to it, as well as the 
profitable business of transhipment, 
unless its port accommodation is 
made to keep pace with the require- 
ments of modern commerce and ship- 
ping. We were informed at Cardiff 
that vessels bring to that port dried 
fruit and other merchandise which 
have been transhipped from Antwerp 
and Rotterdam, and this rather im- 
pressed us as an illustration of the 
change which, has taken, and is no 
doubt taking, place In the distribu- 
tion of the transhipment trade. It is, 
we think, of the greatest importance 
to London that the administration of 
the port should be so reformed as to 
make It practicable to proceed with- 
out delay with the Improvements In 
Its accommodation which are so ur- 
gently needed.

Tenders have just been called for at 
Montreal for the construction of lite 
lirst one hundred and twenty miles 
uf the line west of Edmonton. Ten- 
ders will close for this section on 
December 23, and immediately after 
there will be awarded contracts for 
one hundred and twenty-live more 
miles of line which will dispose of the 
part west as far as the summit of the 
Yellowhead pass. After that tenders 
Will be called for construction, section 
by section, its tar as the coast, a dis- 
tance of four hundred miles, ami if 
present plans are carried out, all 
should be under contract by July. 

J. 13. Harstone, a manager for Foley 
Bros. & Larson, contractors for the 
construction of the Kltamaat branch 
p£ the Grand Trunk Pacific, is in Van- 
couver hiring one hundred men to go 
north immediately to work this winter 
on the construction of 45 miles of 
sleigh road between Kltamaat and 
Kltselas canyon, on the Skecna river, 
where the branch, line will join the 
main line, when tin- latter is built. 
The 46 miles is a very difficult piece 
of road. Over the sleigh trail supplies 
for hundreds of workmen to be en- 
gaged next year will be taken in this 
winter. On February 1, three hun- 
dred men will be engaged in Vancou- 
ver — no Orientals are employed — to 
start grading just its soon as the sea- 
son opens.

Vancouver, B. C, Nov. 28. — The sur- 
plus white labor of Vancouver will 
soon disappear. J. B. Harstone, sup- 
erintendent of construction for Messrs, 
Foley Bros., Larsen & Co., the railway 
contractor, is down from the north to 
engage a hundred men to work on the 
Kltamaat branch of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway. Ho will ship a 
hundred laborers on the Camostin, 
which will sail from here next Sun- 
day for Kltamaat and other parts. A 
month later ■ between two and three 
hundred more men will be engaged 
here for grading work. These iibor- 
ors will be engaged by local employ- 
ment bureaus. 

"In the spring, when the firm will 
be in a position to ship In supplies by 
wagon and by steamboat on the Skeena 
work will be provided for thousands 
of men.

The New Reservoir 

New Westminster, Nov. 28.— The 
members of the City Council will meet 
at Queen's park this afternoon for the 
pnrpese of selecting the site for the 
ji'roposed new reservoir for the city 
water system. 



Vancouver, B. C, Nov. 28. — Two and 
a half million salmon spawn have re- 
cently been taken from Babble lake, 
in Northern British Columbia, and 
transported across the mountains to 
Stuart lake, which supplies the water 
for one of the tributaries of the Fraser 
river. This action on the part of gov- 
ernment officials is sukl to have 
aroused dissatisfaction amongst can- 
ners on the Skeena, who claim that 
ova taken on that river should not be 
removed to replenish another stream. 
Skeena river Hows out of Bablne lake. 

Two hatcheries have been built this 
year, each with a capacity of ten mil- 
lion eggs. One of the plants Is at 
Stuart lake, and the other at the 
northern end of Babine. The con- 
struction parties returned last night 
to Vancouver, Owing to the absence 
of spawn, at Stuart lake, and the 
fact of the failure of the salmon run 
in the Fraser, It was found necessary 
to construct an enclosed breeding sta- 
tion. While only two and it half mil- 
lion ova have as yet been installed, 
this number will be increased. The 
hatchery at Bablne now has about live- 
million ova. The most of the spawn 
Is sockeye. 



Vancouver, Nov. 28 — An enthusiastic 
gathering off representative lumber/ 
and tlmbermon was held at O'Brien's 
hall last night, at which was organized 
what Is to hereafter be known as the 
British Columbia Timber and Forestry 
Chamber of Commerce.

Supposed Pauper Was Posses- 
v : sot of Goocllv Sum — Made 
a Will 



After having been an inmate in the 
Old Men's Home, whither lie had been 
sent as apparently having had no 
means of support, nor any one on 
whom he could look tor support, 
George Tear, (lied recently at the homo 
the possessor of a bank account, and 
two days before his death, made a 
Will by which in' bequeathed the care- 
taker at the home the sum of 5^75 
less the amount necessary to give him 
a respectable burial. The intimation 
that the city iiad been giving shelter 
to a man of means was conveyed to 
the city council in the following letcer 
from the city solicitors which was 
read at last night's meeting of that 
body: 

The caretaker .-it the Old Men's 
Home has brought us a testamentary 
paper signed by the deceased George 
Tear in the pVesence of two witnesses, 
by which, after directing the disposal 
of certain personal effects, he be- 
queaths the balance of his property to 
the caretaker, John Mcintosh, and lie 
makes it a condition that he have a 
decent funeral conducted by (Hay- 
ward. The deceased is found to have 
in the savings department of the 
Bank of British' North America :i sum 
of $275. Previous to admission at the 
home; namely, 'on tho 27th July, 1907, 
Mr. Tear executed the usual printed 
' form of assignment of his property, 
. but apparently did not communicate 
the fact that he possessed the savings 

• in question, and this only became 
. known to the caretaker at the time 

of his making the testamentary dis- 
position a clay or two before he died. 
No notice of the assignment was serv- 
! ed upon the hank, and no step was 
, taken to obtain possession of the sav- 
ings account. 

Tho caretaker has carried out the 
wishes of tile deceased and has now 

• brought us the savings bank book and 
testamentary paper in question, and 

' he submits the matter entirely to the 
consideration of the council. 

It is gratifying to know that the 
caretaker gains tho good will and con- 
fidence of tlie inmates to the extent 
apparent by this gift, and as the 
amount involved, after payment of 
the funeral expenses and cost of keep 
for about three months, etc., is very 

. small, it may be that the council will 
see lit to allow the man's wishes to 
be given effect to, either as to the 
whole of the balance or a portion 
thereof. . » 

The question of precedent, however, 
is one of importance, and we think 
the duty should he cast by by-law up- 

. on some one otllclal to make thorough 
investigation before admission of an 
inmate of whether he has any prop- 
erty which should be assigned to the 
city, and the concealment of property 
should be made an offence by a short 

• term of imprisonment, inasmuch as 
■ a fine is not applicable in such a' 

case. 

There may be other regulations 
Which would usefully find a place in 
. such a by-law, and too matter will 
probably cnnTc' v.'ithin'tTi'e province of 
tlie committee for consideration.

WHEAT IN WINNIPEG 

Dull Day on the Market on Account of 
Holiday in United States 
Cities 



Winnipeg, Nov. 2S. — One of the dull- 
est days which the local grain market 
has experienced for many weeks oc- 
curred today, and tlie volume of op- 
tion trading was at a minimum. The 
absence of quotations from American 
markets, due to .the celebration of 
Thanksgiving Hay in tlie United 
States, was the cause of the torpitudo 
in the local situation. The general 
feeling was an easy one, however, and 
with extremely light trading, price 
values fell off fractionally, May clos- 
ing %c lower. 

Cash business was stagnant, with 
the exception of some little demand 
for the lower grades. One lirm of ex- 
porters was reported to be in the mar- 
ket, but very little buying was done. 
Receipts were fairly heavy, being, 439 
cars of wheat, against 308 cars a year 
ago. 

Grain receipts at points on tlie lines 
of the C. P. R. on Wednesday amount- 
ed to :i(!2.000 bushels, 244,000 "bushels 
of wheat mid 5S.000 hushels other 
grains. On the corresponding day of 
last year, tlie receipts amounted to 
311,000 bushels of wheat and 35,000 
bushels of other grains. Tlie total re- 
ceipts to date this year have amounted 
to 17,185,000 bushels of wheat and 3,- 
000,000 bushels of other grains. 



Prominent Mason Dead 

Hamltlon, Nov. 28:— Hujh Minny, 
grand secretary of the Grand Lodge 
of Canada, A. F. & A. M. and one of 
the best known .Masons in Canada, 
died suddenly of apoplexy this morn- 
ingr'aged ~G5 years.' He "leaves one 
sen and four daughters. 



After tolling in tlie far north for 
the past two years and succeeding in 
making a good stake, Tony Parravi- 
clnl, an Italian of a more than usually 
credulous nature, returned to civiliza- 
tion recently only to run foul of a 
gang of crooks. By one of the oldest 
of bunco games Tony has been de- 
frauded of $1,440 of his hard-won 
money. His chance of regaining tills 
amount is about as remote as it well 
could be. The local police are now 
working on the case, but the trio who 
victimized Tony have disappeared, 

Yesterday at noon Tony appeared 
at the police station anil told the 
story of how he had been buncoed. 
As lie related his loss the tears 
streamed down his face, and in his 
broken English lie begged the police 
to restore to him his money. After 
nearly three hours' questioning lie 
managed to tell how he bad been 
hoodwinked by tile gang of swind- 
lers. 

He stated that he had but recently 
returned from Dawson city, after two 
years spent in the far north. He went 
to Seattle, and while staying at a 
lodging-house near the police station, 
he became acquainted with three of 
his countrymen, whom he met on the 
street. The four of them spent sev- 
eral days together and Tony was 
comparatively free with his money. 
He told them of his success in the 
north, ami stated that lie had amass- 
ed $2, -100, of which {2,000 was in the 
Canadian Hank of Commerce in Vic- 
toria. One of the trio of newly form- 
ed friends confided to Tony that lie 
was rich, having' just sold a mine for 
$800,000, and that he had on hand an- 
other proposition, which would make 
them all wealthy men. To substanti- 
ate his statement, the "rich" man 
flashed a roll of bills and made a 
proposition to Pdrravinclni that all 
four should come to Victoria. Ar- 
rived here the victim was to draw out 
of the bank his money, and the other 
three were each to put up equal 
amounts, the whole to lu- pooled and 
invested in a mining proposition on 
the island. It was a certainly, the 
wily confidence man declared, that all 
would make their fortunes, and ap- 
parently the glowing description of 
the riches of the "mine" were wholly 
believed by the guileless Tony. 

The Tour arrived in the city on the 
Princess Royal on Wednesday morn- 
ing and alter Parravlncinl had with- 
drawn $1,000 from the bank, the party 
adjourned to the Poodle Hog cafe, and 
over a repast of coffee and cake one 
of tlie trio remarked: "This is the time 
to lix up the deal." The individual who 
suggested the "fixing*' then produced a 
handkerchief Into which he suggested 
that all should put their money. Tony 
produced bis noeljetbook, in which was 
$1,440 in all, and the other three also 
produced pocketbooks which were de- 
posited in tlie handerchief. 

The Innocent member of the party 
did not take the prooautiorrto sec what 
the nookethooks of his companions 
contained, but apparently was quite 



convinced that each had put up an 
amount equal to his own. The owner 
of the handkerchief then proceeded to 
tlo the pocketbooks up and while this 
operation was being effected another 
member of the gnng threw his arm 
around Tony's neck and kissed him, 
telling him what a game individual 
he was. Under these blandishments 
Tony failed to witness the transfer of 
the ' handkerchiefs containing the 
pocketbooks to the valise which was 
produced and locked "right under my 

Parravlncinl was then instructed to 
immediately proceed to Nartaimo, near 
which place the "mine" was supposed 
to bo located. He followed directions 
and went north, tho others having pro- 
mised to follow by the next train. On 
Wednesday nignt. Parravlncinl either 
finally becoming suspicious of his 
friends or desiring to ascertain If the 
money was quite safe, broke open the 
valise, the key having been retained by 
the trio, and it only took htm a few 
seconds to learn that ills pockotbook 
was missing. Four beautiful wallets 
were In the valise, all filled to over- 
flowing with paper. 

Taking tlie first train back to tlie 
city the deluded Italian rushed to the 
police station yesterday and laid his 
trouble before Detective Perdue. In 
the meantime, however, the three 
crooks had levanted. The police of 
Vancouver and the Sound cities have 
been supplied with a. description of tlie 
throe bunco men and pending their ef- 
forts to locate them Tony will stay at 
a lodging house on Yates street, a 
sadder but doubtless a wiser man. 

BANK PREMISES AS ASSETS 

Much Money is Represented in Bank 
Buildings in the 
Dominion 



There are no less than eleven banks' 
out of the thirty-live chartered insti- 
tutions in Canada that show a larger 1 
sum in the assets for hank premises 
than tjie Bank of Montreal. The 
amount as reported in the bank's an- 
nual statement is but $GOO,000; which; 
to sav the least, Is an absurdly low' 
estimate' ot" the value of the bank's 
veal estate. The low figure is prob- 1 
ablv placed with the view of having 1 
a form of "hidden" asset, and cannot, 
while, it is below rather than above 
the true market, be a source of oh-' 
Jection either by the public or the 
shareholders. 

It is Interesting, however, to com- 
pare different institutions, although 
It is not intended to make invidious 
comparison of the respective ac- 
counts. 

That many hanks have an ttmounS 
greatly in excess of the Hunk .of 
.Montreal's $(!()0,0un, omits for abso- 
lutely nothing at all. because if the 
latter were to he put upon a reason- 
able market basis the sum total would 
n.)t be far below *2,00O,(jH0.. The fol- 
lowing table will show u dozen of the 
largest accounts:

FOUR IN THE MORNING 

The City Councif Once More 
Amends Much Amended 
Liquor Bylaw

Just whore the city council will cud 
In its attempt to amend tlie Liquor 
License Regulation ' by law, appears to 
be a matter open to the widest con- 
jecture. After having amended the 
bylaw so as to make it conform with 
the recent ruling of the full court, 
which declared that the only regula- 
tion which the city could enforce as 
regards the opening of saloons was to 
make the hour of opening "after sun- 
rise," the council has once more made 
a change. 

At last night's meeting the bylaw 
was amended so that saloons shall be 
closed from midnight until 1 a. m. 

Mayor Morloy informed the council 
that Chief of Police Langley was of I 
the opinion that the bylaw forbidding 
tlie saloons to open until after .am- i 
rise would practically not bo capable 
of being enforced. 

Tlie time of opening would be dif- [ 
ferent every day in tlie year, and tlie j 
greatest difficulty would be experl- i 
enced in prosecuting in case of in- 
fractions Of the bylaw. The city bar- 
rlster had stated that the city can 
limit the time of opening so long as I 
it does- not tlx such time at an hour 
after sunrise. The Mayor suggested ! 
that In view of the trouble which the I 
Chief of police had staled would be ] 
certain to arise, 1 o'clock in the 
morning would be a good hour to lix. 1 
This hour was suggested because on ; 
no day in tlie- year does the sun rise 
before •! a. in., the earliest sunrise be- 
ing a few minutes alter that hour. ; 

Aid. Qleason thought it was a must j 
unfortunate tiling that alter all the I 
trouble it was impossible, apparently, 
to ascertain just what tho city can or 
cannot do in respect to the opening of 
saloons, lie supposed the be.it tiling 
to do would be to lix t he -jpening hour 
at '1 o'clock in the morning. 

When the amendment was adopted 
and Inserted in Hie bylaw It read 
"from midnight until ! a. m. of the 
next day." Aid. Henderson could not 
see tho object of retaining the words 
"of the next day," but the city solicit- 
or, who apparently did not appreciate 
what Aid. Henderson meant, explain- 
ed that these words wire necessary, 
otherwise the bylaw might be taken 
to mean that file saloons must be 
kept closed from midnight to 1 a. in. 
before midnight. The shout of laugh - 
! ter which greeted the city solicitor 
when he made this explanation qulck- 

|ly indicated to him tlie mistake lie 
had made. 

Aid. Meston declared it a shaino 
and a disgrace 'that the city solicitor 
and the city barrister could not have 
brought in the bylaw properly at 
once, and not have all the trouble al- 
ready occasioned. 

Aid. Vincent asked If the saloons 
would be compelled to keep open from 
■1 a. m. until midnight. He thought 
they wore obliged to keep open dur- 
ing that time. 

Regarding the stand taken by the 
chief of police Aid. Giebson declared 
that where there Is a will there is a 
way, and that if the police depart-

Financial Conditions Righting 
Themselves — Union Iron 
Works After Contract 



Fred. A. Gardner, of the Union Iron 
Works, of San Francisco, says that 
hanking conditions are . rapidly read- 
justing themselves at the Golden Gate 
a proof being that the bunks offered 
the Union Iron Works gold coin for 
their weekly payroll, whereas for sev- 
eral weeks thoy had been asked to ac- 
cept clearing house ccrtllleutes. The 
men offered no objections to taking 
this kind of money. 

Mr. Gardner came here in, connec- 
tion -With tho repairs on the Indrav- 
elll, a considerable contract lor winch 
there is a good deal of competition. 
Speaking of the operations of his yard 
he said: 

"We have plenty pf repair work on 
hand though there is not a great deal 
of new construction just now. We 
have just turned over to the navy 
yard the first class cruisers Califor- 
nia and South Dakota, though, ' of 
course, there is still a great deal of 
finishing work to be done on thc-in. 

"Political conditions in San Fran- 
cisco are hotter now that the elections 
are over and a good administration 
has been elected, and everything 
points to a period of steady progress. 
There has been quite a boo mln build- 
ing, and although tha has run the 
course of all booms, there is a great 
deal of work going on of a substan- 
tial character and there will continue 
to he for many years to come." 

Speaking of the .Japanese, he said 
they had been getting a low class In 
California, a type of men who were 
not treated with consideration In their 
own country, but expected to be so 
treated in America. That was the 
chief cause of the objection to them 
there, as the better class of Japanese 
were welcomed. 

"We built the cruiser Chttosi tor 
the Japanese government," said Mr. 
Gardner, arid I took her over to Japan. 
The Japanese scrutinized everything 
more carefully before acceptance than 
any one we ever had dealings with. 
But everything was most satisfac- 
tory." 



JAPANESE COMPETITION 
~ IS BECOMING IRKSOME 



Pacific Mail Lines' Managers Plaint of 
the Difficulties of Meeting Nip- 
ponese Rivals 



The competition of Japanese steam- 
ship lines is being severely felt by the 
lines flying the United States flag, par- 
ticularly by the Pacific Mall Steamship 
Co., whose 19 steamers the manage- 
ment have threatened to tie up next 
April — a threat which is not given 
much consideration by Pacific Coast 
shipping men. In reference to the com- 
petition with tho Japanese lines, the 
main rival being tho Toyo Kiseri Kai- 
sha now operating the Hongkong Maru, 
Nippon Maru and Honolulu and build- 
ing the Tenvo Maru, Chiyo Maru and 
another vessel; all of 12,000 tons and 
fitted with turbine engines, the San 
Francisco Chronicle says: 

The lower pay of the Japanese offi- 
cers and crews, the subsidies granted 
by the Japanese government and the 
unequal operation of the interstate 
commerce act, which regulates the Am- 
erican but not the foreign companies, 
are undoubtedly, it was said, giving a 
great advantage to tin- Japanese and 
spurring the ambition of the latter to 
become the predominant trade carriers 
of the Pacific. 

Ii is true that the Japanese line run- 
ning to San Francisco, the Toyo Klsen 
ECalsha, has a traffic arrangement with 
the Pacific Mail which prevents its 
(Hinting lower freight rates than the 
latter. It is also true that tin- Nippon 
Vinson Kaisha. which runs to Seattle, 
has a similar traffic arrangement with 
the Great Northern, J. P. Hill's road. 
But the fact that the Hill and Harri- 
man systems are hostile and that the 
interest of the one seeks to bring trans- 
pacific trade to San Francisco and the 
other to tin- northern port, suggests 
that both may look a little blindly at 
any rate-cutting which the interstate 
commerce act would be unable to 
check. In any event the result WOUld 
be injurious to American shipping. 

Another way in which the exemption 
of Japanese and other foreign lines 
J mm the operations of restrictive laws 
which can be enforced only on Ameri- 
can companies is that it enables tiio 
former to quote lower rates via Suez 
than the Americans, with their thlrty-

ASK A REDUCTION OF 

JAPANESE ARMAMENT 



FEWER HOMESTEADS 



Report of Minister of the Interior 
Shows Considerable Decrease 
for Last Fiscal Year 



Several Newspapers of That Country 
Suggest Curtailment of Mili- 
tary Expenditure 



Advices received from Japan state 
that several .Japanese newspapers are 
calling for a reduction of Japan's ar- 
mament, on tho ground thai it is more 
expensive than the country can afford. 
The concurrence of tho military man- 
oeuvres in lbaraki and Gumma Pre- 
fectures, which were in progress when 
the Tosa Maru sailed with the cabinet 
deliberations on the budgets for the 
next few years, has suggested to the 
vernacular press a natural means of 
national economy. At any rate the 
Nippon and the Hochi both had arti- 
cles recently suggesting that Japan's 
armament was becoming expensive. 
The Hochi, speaking of tho Imperial 
naval policy, said there was no neces- 
sity for increasing the navy in sym- 
pathy with the increase in Germany's 
naval status. The German navy alone 
was no menace to Japan and could on- 
ly become so if Oermuny were to 

strike hands with another power such 
as America. The Nippon's article dealt 
with the army. It emphasized ilio 
paramount importance ot railway and 
Harbor construction and expressed 
anxiety that whatever public works 
the government might be financially 
constrained to suspend their interdic- 
tion would mil lie extended to those 
productive national resources, "if it 
bo absolutely necessary to readjust the 
national financial programme," says 
the Nippon, "why not curtail our 
military expenditure?" 



Ottawa, Nov. 28. — The annual report 
of the minister of the interior for the 
nine months ending March 31, 1907, 
.-hows a total revenue of $2,278,540, an 
increase of $753,333. 

Homestead entries for the nine 
months were 21.64S. Basing an esti- 
mate of the total number of entries 
during the twelve months ending Juno 
30 this year, ou a monthly ratio of 
the previous nine months, the result 
would be 28,756 as compared witli 41,- 
869 during the year ending June 30, 
1906. 

There has been a decrease in the 
area of land disposed of by the rail- 
way /company during the past year 
compared with 1906, but there has been 
a steady advance in values since 11103 
during which year land was $3.46 per' 
acre, to H>07 when it averages $6 per 
acre. 

The sales of Manitoba school lands 
totalled 125, 000 acres at $1,526,156 or 
an average price of $12.20 per acre. 

In Saskatchewan the average price 
was $1-1. 67 an acre. No school lands 
were sold in Alberta during the year.
